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The appropriations made last year were below the expendi- 
tures. This arose from several unforeseen circumstances, among 
which was $1,171,99 more interest due than estimated, many of » 
the large notes h&ving run several years without any endorse- 
ments, and in funding the debt it was necessary to pay the whole. 
Also the spring freshet and snow bills were larger than ordinarily 
accrue. About $800 having been expended in District No. 2 and 
12, occasioned by high water in Connecticut and Cold Rivers. 
There has always been quite a loss on County Paupers by the 
Commissioners not allowing our accounts, which has been obvi- 


ated. But for some reason this is more than balanced by the in- 
crease in County Tax, so that the coming year our County ex- 
penditure will be more than formerly, "

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RHPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The Superintending School Committee beg leave to submit the 
following report: 

The whole amount of school money raised by the Town at its 
annual meeting was $3000. District No. 1 raised the sum of 
$500 for the support of the High School. 

The number of pupils returned to the Selectmen was 504, af. 
fording an average of $6 95 to each scholar. 

The amount of money appropriated to each district is as fol- 
lows :

SPECIAL REPORTS: 


District No. 2.+There have been three terms of school in 
this district, each having thesame teacher. Miss Apprr A. Mon- 
ROE taught the Summer school successfully, to the entire satisfac- 
tion of every one. Finding by experience during this term that 
progress in teaching was slow and tedious, while that in love was 
rapid and delightful,she consented to surrender her maiden name; 
and being re-engaged as Mrs. Dennis, sustained her well-earned rep- 
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utation during thefalland winter terms. This isone of our largest 
schools and presents the hardest field for labor, to secure prompt 
and good average attendance. Meference to tables No. 1 and 2 
will show that the teacher succeeded in securing more prompt at- 
tendance than we have ever been able to report before. Tardi- 
nesses during the three terms of school in 1868-69 numbered 
~38 ; this year, 50! ; 


District No. 3.—Miss Emiry M. GREENE taught this school 
ten weeks between May 10th and July 7th. During the winter 
previous the school in this district was a failure. The scholars 
became demoralized and the school house was somewhat injured. 
Under such circumstances it would ordinarily be a difficult task 
to secure a successful school the following term, but Miss Greene 
is a teacher of large experience, and not unknown to the schol- 
ars in this district. Her success was equal, perhaps, to that at- 


tained in any of her previous schools. 
During the winter term the school was under the charge of 


Epwarp 8. Burrovaus, a student of Dartmouth College. This 
was his first attempt to teach. He succeeded in winning the re- 
spect of his scholars. This school contrasted so favorably with 
that during the winter previous, and this being Mr. Burroughs’ 
first experience as a teacher, we are persuaded not to criticise so 
closely as we might under other circumstances. 


District No. 4.—There were two terms of school in this dis- 
trict besides a short select school supported by tuition. 

The summer school was instructed by Miss Macatm G. Faw- 
CETT, a member of the Normal school in Salem, Mass. The 
whole number of different scholars was twenty-eight, among which 
were five who were not absent one-half day, and there were oniy 
five instances of tardiness. The average attendance was twenty- 
one. Vocal musie and gymnastics were practised. Map drawing 
was taught in a manner to interest and instruct the pupils. The 
teacher’s success in this school and in District No. 8, suggested 
that she would be a desirable instructor for the Primary schoo} 
in. District No. 1, to which position she was afterwards invited. 

The winter school was in charge of Mr. H. D. Preren, a mem- 
ber of Dartmouth College. Without having had the advantag- 
es of experience in teaching, he went manfully forward to his du- 
ties, performing each one as it presented, and finally had the sat~ 
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isfaction of seeing his arduous efforts crowned with success. 
There was a class of large boys here, several of whom have been 
members of the High School. This class spent most of its time 
in the study of arithmetic, in which good’ proficiency was made. 
This school engaged earnestly in the spelling enthusiasm which 
prevailed in the town. 


District No. 5. —There is not material enough in this district 
for a school, and ‘attention is directed to our general remarks rel- 
ative to small schools. Miss Crara J. Graves had charge of it 
during the summer term when there were 7 scholars. During 
the winter Miss Anich F. Hinxriry taught, when the whole 
number of scholars was 4. During the last eight days there was 
but one scholar. During the term 62 tardinesses were reported. 
Provided the scholars in other districts hd been proportionately 
tardy, the number in District No. 4 would have been 484 instead 
of 10; in District No. 8, 310 instead of 47; in No. 2, 573 in- 
stead of 20; and in all theschools in town, 5,363 instead of 312. 
Whether it is a wise, prudent, profitable or economical expendi- 
ture of money to continue such a school, judge ye. What stim- 
ulus is there for the teacher to work save the stipulated compen- 
sation in prospect at the end of the term? ~ What to stimulate 
the ambition of the pupils in the faithful discharge of duty? 
Nothing; and such a school must necessarily be dull, stale and 

unprofitable. 


No. 6.—This district has again enjoyed the services of Miss 
Mary J. B. Fay, for the entire school year consisting of three 
terms of school. Her fidelity has been crowned with marked 
success. 

At the close of the winter term, there were present a good 
number of parents and friends who evidently appreciated that 
much work had been well done. A class of four large boys in 
geography deserve special mention for their general understand- 

‘ing ofthe subject. At the closing exercises of the school a beau- 
tifal photographic album was presented to the teacher through 
one of the pupils, as a slight token of their respect. 


No. 7.—Miss Auice F. Efgitiganiv) taught the school during 
the summer term. Reading and spelling were the principa} 
branches requiring attention hy the small pupils of this school. 
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The teacher deser ves commendation i ae tact and intérest a 
played in the performance of the duties of this school. 

Mr.8. J. Hupparp, who had charge of this school one year 
ago, was wgain employed for the winter term. The average dai- 
ly attendance was less than five. If any one looks for a display 
of much enthusiasm and brilliancy by any teacher with a school 
as small as this, or expects an elaborate report of the same, he 


must needs be disappointed. " 


No. 8.—The committee visited this school the twentieth day 
of May and found only three pupils out of five the whole num- 
ber present. The teacher, Miss. Harrie R. CARPENTER, was 
somewhat discouraged at the prospect before her. However -at 
the end of four weeks, her anxieties were relieved by the pruden- 
tial committee taking the responsibility of discharging her. 

Miss Carpenter had taught two terms before in town accepta- 
bly, and it is presumed she would have been successful this term 
if she had been allowed to continue the schoo! a sufficient length 
of time. 

Miss Mary L. Arpricu was employed to teach the fall term 
of twelve weeks. The prudential committee with commendable 
zeal, brought together from this and other districts, seventeen 
pupils, a large share not belonging to the district. The teacher 
resolyed to make the school a good one, and did s0, if the infor- 
mation obtained by the committee, from parents who patronized 
the school is true, and we have no reason to doubtit. But atthe 
end of nine weeks, for want of a sufficient number of pupils to 
~ make the school interesting and profitable, (caused in part by 
the October freshet, as is alleged,) the school closed without an 
examination. 

The prudential committee installed his son in ee school for 
“the winter term, not having been legally qualified. The result of the 
many irregularities practiced in thisdistrict the past year, is bet- 
ter known to those immediately concerned, than to the commit- 

tee. But what is known to have been done, calls for unqualified 
animadversion ; and if allowed to be repeated must tend to a con- 
dition, detrimental to the welfare of the district and town. 


No. 9.—This school has, been under the instruction of Miss 
JULIETTE CHAPPELL the past year. Miss Chappell has taught 
several terms in town, and has uniformly succeeded in getting

through with all her schools without any serious difficulty. Her 
school appeared very orderly at the close of the summer term 
and a fair degree of progress was made. About the same can be 
said of the winter school. st | 

This school needs considerable urging in order to place the 
scholars on a footing with others of thesame age and*advantages 
in other districts. ‘There is sufficient money expended in this 
district and the scholars have an average capacity to learn. Prop- 
er efforts on the part of all concerned, will make the school-a 
good one. 


No. 10.—The summer term was taught by Miss JosEPHINE H. 
Dickry, who has had more experience in teaching than most 
teachers in town. Shesustained her former good reputation as 
far as known. The teachers in this district are generally well 
sustained by discriminating parents, if worthy, which has called 
forth the expression, “that the school would almost keep itself?’ 
but the winter school came near proving an exception to the 
above quotation. 

Miss Katie Jostyn who had taught the year preceding in 
the sameschool, commenced and continued about four weeks, when 
on account of sickness as we are informed, she gave up the school. 

After a vacation of two or three weeks, Mr. WALTER FROST, 
of Dublin took charge of the school. Mr. F. has had but little 
experience in teaching but it is hoped he will do well. 


No. 11.—Was not fortunate this year in the selection of 
teachers. ‘There was no summer school, but in the fall the ser- 
vices of Miss Etta M. Breen of Alstead, were secured. Miss 
Breed had been through a course of study at Meriden, where she 
graduated. She came to the committee well recommended for 
mildness of disposition and scholarship. | 

The school was made up in part of scholars from other dis- 
tricts, somewhatadvancedin their studies. Aj the commencement 
the school appeared well. Nearly one half éf the scholars left 
before the close of the term, as the parents in many instances — 
wanted their help, which had a deterioating effect upon the school ; 
but notwithstanding the school appeared tolerably well at the 
close. | : 

For the winter term AnBrertT E. Frost of Dartmouth College 
was hired. He was young anda tyro in the school room, but 
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bore a superior examination in all the branches taught in our 
common schools. He failed like many others in tact and a com- 
manding influence over his pupils. The scholars left school one 
by one, till only three remained at the close on which account the 
school was not visited. The school was a failure. 


cy 

No. 12.—Miss Jutia H. Woop was teacher for the summer 
term. Ad the commencement the school appeared fair; but at 
the close July first, there was but little to commend,—whispering 
seemed to be the rule rather than the exception,—order and prop- 
er discipline were swholly neglected,—recitations poor,—poor 
school. | . 

Miss EmiuiE M. Green taught the fall and winter terms.— 
The committee did not have the pleasure of witnessing the pro- 
gress made the winter term ; as the teacher was taken sick the day 
the school was toclose ; butfrom what is knownof the teachers suc- 
cess heretofore, it is presumed she gave satisfaction to these close- 
ly interested in the school. 


No. 13.—Taught by Miss H. Etnora Lracnu of Westmore- 
land. There were no instances of tardiness indicated upon the 
register. The average attendance was nearly twelve, while the 
whole number was fifteen. The committee believe that this was 
a good school. Favorable reports reach us from the patrons of 
the school. Owing to the sickness of the teacher it closed sooner 
than was expected and without an examination. 


Mr. J. L. Houauron, who has before been a successful teach- 
er in this district, accepted the management of this school in the 
winter. Seventy-two tardy marks are found on the register, 
which large number is getting to be a rarity in this town. These 
were all against names found in two families of the district, liy- 
ing at a distance from the school-house. A class of. eight or ten 
large pupils gave considerable character to the school, though it 
was not so far advanced as other classes in town. There was a 
small class in algebra. The examination of classes in grammar 
and arithmetic furnished evidence of faithful instruction, The 
school was of good length and well conducted. 


No. 14.—This is another of our small schools, 73 being the 
average attendance during the summer term, when Miss Louisa 
BLANCHARD taught. Miss Blanchard with three months pre- 
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vious experience as a teacher, succeeded as well perhaps as*could 
be expected in a school without scholars enough to occupy one’s 
whole time. Some circumstances not entirely beyond her con- 
trol served to make her task less pleasant to her, and her labors. 
less profitable for the district, than they might otherwise have 
been. The school at its close gave evidence of fair improvement. 

Miss M. Apprr Morse with 57 months previous experience 
-as a faithful and successful teacher, taught twelve weeks during» 
the winter. In her register under the head of “remarks by the 
Teacher” we noticed the pertinent question, “Why don’t parents 
visit the school ?” 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Our schools the past year have not risen above an average in 
their progress; although many have been much ‘above, still, so 
many have fallen below what they ought to have been, that the 
average has fallen below the standard so much to be desired. 

It would be a very reasonable question to ask ; What has been 
the cause of the failure? Wasit because there was not sufficient 
money? Was it for the want of interest on the partof parents and 
committees ? The answer is no ! . 

There have been several causes combined, some of which are 
more palpable than others. One is a want ofsuitable adaptation 
of teacher to school, or in other words a want of “the right per- 
son in the right place.” 

To be more explicit, a teacher is approbated to teach one of our 
summer schools,—succeeds well,—and obtains a favorable report. 
Stimulated by success, and aspiring to a better or more remuner- 
ative field, without any higher attainments, an attempt is made 
in a winter school where there are unruly boys, and pupils more 
advanced, and the result is a failure. A consultation with the 
Supt. Committee in a measure remedy this evil. 

Another cause of failure is the small number of pupils attend- 
ing school in some of the districts. One stick of wood makes an 
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indifferent fire, two make a better one, and many send forth a 
glow and warmth sufficient to make all comfortable around. 

So it is with schools. Where a few pupils attend there is no 
rivalry or emulation,—nothing attractive not even to stimulate 
the pupils on the play ground. A general dullness and indiffer- 
ence take strong hold of the teacherand the result is a poor school. 
On the other hand where there are some thirty-five or forty pu- 

» pils in a school the teacher has something to do, and the minds of 
the pupils are enlivened by contract with each other, “ like steel 
sharpening steel,’’ consequently the school is more interesting and 
profitable. | 

The number of scholars in town seems to grow less yearly. In 
some districts it appears almost a prodigal waste of money to 
have a school. Some little pains has been taken to ascertain the 
cost of schooling in some of the districts, Nos. 5,8 and 7 are con- 
trasted with Nos. 4 and 2. The first three are small schools, and 
the last two are about the right size for a teacher to instruct with 
success and profit. In No. 5 twelve scholars were returned and 
$117.86 appropriated ; making it cost about $9.80 per scholar as 
returned, but the cost on the average yearly attendance is about 
$23 per scholar, and the past winter it has cost $26.50 on the av- 
erage attendance nearly a rather expensive tuition. Nos. 8 and 
7 the cost relatively has been about the sameas in No.5. In 
No. 4, there was appropriated $214.29 and forty-seven scholars 
returned, making the cost,per scholar $4.56as returned and $9.00 
on the average attendance. In district. No. 2, there was $264.28 
appropriated and fifty-three scholars rctwanecl making the cost 
per scholar about $5.00 as returned and $10.83 on the average 
attendance. There are other districts-in town bearing a similar 
ratio. | | 

It is submitted to those having children to educate, as well as 
tax payers, if the above showing is good economy? Could not 
some arrangement be made under existing laws, whereby more 
schooling could be had at a much less expense? A few sugges- 
tions are here made. 


As has been said $3000 is raised by the town for schooling pur- 
poses. After deducting $700 which is expended in district No. 1 
and allowing 10 per cent for fuel, thereis left $2080, to be equally 
divided between thirteen districts, which gives $160 to each. 
The plan to divide the money equally is merely a suggestion whieh, 
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‘soem at prévént ie present plas of dividing the money in town 
being continued. . 

Paying a female teacher seyen dollats per week, nearly twen- 
ty-three weeks of schooling is had, By new districting the town 
and dispensing with four districts which should be done we should 
haye nine out of tlfe village, and the amount of money each dis- 
trict would equally draw would be $231. The last sum expend- 
ed. as above would give thirty-three weeks of schooling against. 
twenty-three as above shown. 

Twelve weeks of summer school would cost $84, leaving $147, 
to be expended for winter, which sum ought to procure a first-class 
teacher. But every alternate year an amount of extra money is 
appropriated which would give probably two’ weeks more school- 
ing to each district. Thus it is seen that on the one hand we 
should have nearly one half more schooling for the sum now ex- 
pended and the same we now have for a much less sum. 


In Massachusetts a few years since, in the thinly settled por- 
tions of that state, a similar state of things existed as now exists 
with us. The eyil was so great, that at length the legislature 
came to the rescue, and passed a law, enabling any town by a 
major vote to abolish the district system, and of putting the 
whole business, of hiring teachers, appropriating money and di- 
recting where scholars should attend school, into the hands of a 
committee chosen by the town. 

Most of the towns in the state adopted the law, not yeithiont 
some opposition however. But the plan worked so well, that two 
years ago, the legislatiire passed another law, compelling the few 
remaining towns to abolish'the old district system in toto. 

To some families the augmented distance from school might 
seem onerous, but in return for some extra exertion,they would 
have longer schools and better teachers. Other New England 
states are avitating this subject, and it is hoped some similar plan 
will be adopted in this state. 

A portion of our teachers are not any too well qualified. To 
remedy this evil a‘ Normal School” is loudly called for in this 
state. Most of the Northern states have one or. more such or 
their equivalents. The Old Grenite State should wake from her 
slumbers to a new life in this matter. We cannot afford to wait 
long if we would have our children enjoy the same privileges 
which other states furnish. 
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. The Walpole Common School Association has held five meet- 
ings the past winter four of which were held in the village, and 
one, each, in districts Nos. 4 and 14, They were generally well 
attended. Three free lectures were given; one by Rey. A. C. 
Hardy the State Superintendent of Public Instruction, and one 
by Rev. Mr. Downs of Lebanon. _ A new feature was introduced 
at one of the meetings at the Town Hall, viz: an exercise in 
spelling. This awakened a lively interest throughout the town, 


‘and evening “spelling schools” were frequent in many districts. 


One of the best of the associations was heldin distriet No. 4, 
where both parents and pupils aided in making the association 
one of interest and profit. 

A spirited discussion was had on the following question viz: 
“What are the requisites necessary for the highest success in our 
common schools?” Teachers and citizens present participated in 
the debate. The same question was afterwards™ discussed in dis- | 
trict No. 14. Itis thought, by those interested in the cause of 
education, that these meetings do much good. 

The Cheshire County Common School Association held its’ an- 
nual meeting in Walpole in October. The citizens of the town 
were more generous in their contributions in furnishing entertain- — 
ment for those who came from abroad than they were in contribut- 
ing to increase the size of the audience by adding their presence. — 

Conclusion: If the best directed efforts have not always proved 
successful, let us profit by our misfortune. As the world is mov- 
ing in art, science and the accumulation of wealth, so must it 
move in the cause of common school education. What was 
thought progress thirty years ago is conservatism now. And to- 
day, if we do not make use of, and keep pace with, the improved 
methods of, teaching, and to the bestadvantage expend our school 
money, or in other words, exchange conservatism for progress, we 
shall at no distant period, find ourselves far behind in a progres- 
siveage. It behooves us, then, to use every proffered advantage, 
keep a high aim in view, and: press onward and upward till we 
obtain a satisfactory consummation in the noble cause of educat- 
ing the youth. .

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HIGH SCHOOL DISTRICT, NO. 1. 


The schools of this district haye been unusually prosperous 
during the whole year. As shown by the accompanying table 
there have been three terms in both the Primary and Intermedi- 
ate departments, and two terms in the High School. There has 
been no interruption in any of the schools from sickness or other 
cause. The usual promotion of classes from each lower depart- 
ment to the next higher, took place at the commencement of the 
fall terms. ~ 

The diseipline of the schools has been in general of that mild 
yet firm character which commands at once the respect and obe- 
dience of the pupil. No pupil has been suspended or expelled, 
Corporal punishment has not been found requisite to any great 
extent. 

One or two cases of truancy—unpleasant incidents as they oc- 
cur, were dealt with at the timeof their occurrence. Parents 
acted well their part when consulted on this subject by the teach- 
ers. Wayword youth must soon yield their points when parents 
and teachers work judiciously and harmoniously together, 

While we admire the efforts oftentimes made by pupils to 
ayoid marks of tardiness, and are proud of the small number oc- 
curring in Dist. No. 1, it is to be regretted that some are avoided 
at the expense of absent marks. It is more creditable that a pu- 
pil should enter the schoolroom when unavoidably late than to 
linger about the street and thus make himself an absentee. 

In the examinations of the High school the classes demonstrat- 
ed that they had understandingly gone over the topics presented 
to them, and were well prepared to apply principles to practice. 
A similar statement pomph ome ty to both the other depart- 
ments is likewise due. 

Where all has been so acceptable in each of the eight terms of 
this district it would become monotonous and tedious to attempt 
to give the details. We therefore close this report with the hope 
that the same kind spirit of progress and prosperity, may contin- 
we to weigh over our schools.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE tees 
LIBRARY, 1869. 


Your Committee respectfully submit the following report as to 
the present condition of the Town Library. Miss Louisa Pierce 
has had charge of it as librarian since the resignation of Miss 
Ball in May last. 

Number of books added during the year, 226, of which 48 
were purchased, 84 presented by proprietors of the Agricultural 
Library, 33 presented by the Walpole Book Club, and 61 by 
friends,—32 of which were valuable Foreign Reviews and maga- 
zines, presented by A. H. Bellows, Esq. Whole number of books 
now in the library, 1,488. Number of books taken out since our 
last report, 3,418, being an increase oyer last year of 470, and 
more than double the circulation of the most popular libraries 
in the country. This is a matter of congratulation to the town. 
It is evidence that the library is fully appreciated, and aitords 
good reason why the usual yearly appropriation should be made 
for its steady increase. 

The thanks of the Town are due to those friends who have 
presented books to the library. Books haying a permanent val- 
ue will always find a welcome place on the shelves of our library. 

During the year a catalogue has been printed by private be- 
neficence at an expense of $65. An important eyent in the his. 
tory of the library, showing, as it does, what books there are, and 
enabling every one to select what they want in a more under- 
standing manner. It is proposed to issue supplements to the cat- 
alogue as books are from time to time added to the library. Sale 
of the catalogues will furnish funds sufficient to meet this expense,
